All the people of Ohio 
are interested, particularly so since the Gover- 
nor is reported to be insisting upon the emer- 
gency clause being inserted, which would rob 
the people of their right to a referendum on 
the measure, it is stated. 


If the Davis'bill is all right and if it seeks to 


better conditions in connection with the gov- 
ernment of the state, Davis and its other back- 
ers shouldn't be afraid to allow public opinion 
to pass upon it before its enactment and they 
shouldn't permit themselves to throw up a bar- 
rier to prevent a referendum upon it. 


There is too much railroading of bills that 


affect the people and the institutions of the 
state vitally. Right now is a good time to stop 
it. The people pay the bills and take the con- 


nnces of hurried legislation.
